By June 30 


Owners of war savings, war savings

From Camden to the Nevada county line the .highway is 


v.built and finished with the exception of a few miles which is

listyort time, thus giving the people in the western part of the 
scounty'one of the best highways into Camden, in the county. 
^ "I From the Ouachita-Nevada county line to Rosston, a dis- 
j-ffdnce of ten miles, the road is yet to be built. From Rosston 
if- into Prescott and Hope the road has been built, and it is this 
" 'ten-mile gap between the county line and Rosston that is 


causing much concern to the people who not only live in this 
territory, but of South Arkansas who already understand and 
know that it will be an importan link in our highway system 
leading from Arkansas City on the Mississippi river to Okla- 
homa and points west. From Arkansas City to Camden and

Highway No. 4 from Camden to Rosston traverses an in- 


terestjhg country. It follows the old Camden and Hope road 
'over which, no doubt, thousands of the original settlers of 
Arkansas, /Texas and Indian Territory journeyed long before 
the Civil War. Along the roadside can now be seen evidences 
pf ante-bellum plantations and the civilization of the old 
'South which flourished in the splendid communities of that 
r, but are now decaying because of inferior road facilities. 


Hjghway No. 4 goes through some of the best and most 


'fertile"farm lands in Ouachita and Nevada counties. For 
"dairying it cannot be excelled and if opened up and a way 
-provided to market it would offer agricultural opportunities 
equal to a.ny section of the country in the southern part of 
tftis state. 


And the people are anxious for the completion of this 


highway. It would give them an outlet and a market in al- 
most every direction, and that is what they are looking for 


^ now. In addition to that they know that it would also put 
;^ tfcem on the highway of a world of through travel and traf- 
-.fie that would find it the natural outlet to all parts of the 


country from the southeast to the west and northwest part 
of the state and into Oklahoma, Kansas and further west. 


Notwithstanding the convenience it would give to the

The old farms of the 
ante-bellum period that are now grown up in great forests of 
pine and other timbers would again become productive and 
the decaying settlements that were the center of the social and

Highway No. l is an interesting highway and can be 


made one of the most valuable assets to the upbuilding and 
development of Ouachita and Nevada counties of any one 
thing we know of.—Camden News.

So they argued against prohibi- 


tion six or seven times and failed 
to win but once. 


Clashed With Mexicans' 


They also debated the policy of 


armed intervention by the United 
States in the Caribbean and as to

Then 
they came to Washington to <le- 
Imte the University of 
Mexico, 


whose team came here especially 
for the occasion, on the question:
